Journalism. 


It seems almost superfluous to al­ 
lude to the legitimate duties of the 
press, as in contrast with what may 
properly be termed journalistic mal­ 
feasance. The intelligent public will 
make its own discrimination, and the 
day is not far oif when popular senti­ 
ment will sustain the one, and in the 
most decided manner condemn the 
other. News is one thing, personal 
scandal and defamation of character is 
another. The Call of Ihe 20th, allud­ 
ing to the late scandal from Monterey 
which another cotemporary published 
to the mortal ruin of the daughter of 
a citizen of Monterey remarks that 
such an act is severely reprehensible. 
A journal has no right to publish a 
scandalous, anonymous communica­ 
tion any more than it has editorially 
to attack the personal character of an 
individual. 
The act alluded to it is 
true resulted in a tragical termination 
and may be regarded as an extreme 
ease, yet it is an illustration, that 
may 
be 
borne 
in 
mind, 
of 
what illegitimate journalism may do. 
In all such cases where there is no 
real remedy at hand to acquire ade­ 
quate redress, there seems to be no 
chance for relief except for journals 
that claim to possess a regard for re­ 
spectability to endeavor to so educate 
public 8entimeut, as to lead to the 
frowning down and crushing out such 
a system. There is an ample field for 
the legitimate, but of late it must be 
confessed, to the shame of the present 
age and generation, a sort of craving 
for the sensational and scandal-bear­ 
ing press. By popular support a door 
is being opened that will introduce 
into our social experiences a depraved 
sentiment which, if encouraged, will 
lead to the most disastrous consequen­ 
ces. It is time that our intelligent 
citizens began to be discreet in their 
patronage. I t Is a matter worthy of 
consideration. 


The Centennial. 


We most cordially endorse much 
that the A lta says in regard to the 
Centennial, and our representation in 
Philadelphia in condemning the ac­ 
tion, or rather the non-action, on the 
part of our last Legislature in regard 
to the Centennial appropriation asked 
for, but we do not accept it as just on 
the part of our contemporary to lay 
the blame upon the Democratic party. 
The original request from the Com­ 
missioners was for fifty thousand dol­ 
lars, and the Senate, before whom the 
bill first came, from an economical 
point of view, passed a bill granting 
an appropriation for twenty-five thou­ 
sand dollars. This change was sup­ 
ported by both Democrats and Repub­ 
licans, and we think botli were in 
error in their action; but it was not a 
partizan movement, for in the Senate 
the original proposition, which we 
think was modest, had as many ar­ 
dent advocates among the Democrats 
as among the Republican members. 
Yet a morbid mania for economy de­ 
feated the measure. The attack upon 
the Democratic party on the ground 
of a lack of patriotism is ungenerous 
and uncalled for in the extreme. In 
the Assembly the amended, or rather 
the reduced proposition, was defeated, 
it is true, but many of the ablest and 
most faithful of the Democratic repre­ 
sentatives voted in favor of the meas­ 
ure. There were many in that body 
who contended that the State could 
not afford to levy a tax upon the peo­ 
ple to make a display at Philadelphia, 
and while we do not agree with that 
notion, we can but commend the pub­ 
lic spirit of many who held this opin­ 
ion when they offered to contribute 
from their private means toward the 
creation of a fund for Centennial pur­ 
poses. The idea prevailed with the 
majority that our State should be 
represented, but they failed to recog­ 
nize the fact that the small sum of 
fifty thousand dollars was but a trifle 
in itself, inasmuch as it would simply 
be a nuclues for the formation of a 
proper popular contribution which 
they favored. 
We fully agree that a 
blunder has been committed, but the 
error is not attributable to the Demo­ 
cratic 
party. 
In 
point 
of fact 
California is the genuine Centennial 
State. Her existence, which began 
with the last quarter of the century 
is a living testimonial to the advance­ 
ment qf the last hundred years, in art, 
civilization, literature, commerce and 
all that contributes to the well-being 
of mankind. 
Our population is pure­ 
ly cosmopolitan, anil whether recog­ 
nized or not by the elder members of 
the Union, she has contributed in her 
brief existence mo.e toward the gener­ 
al prosperity of the world, in many 
respects, than any other State during 
its existence of a century. Her popu­ 
lation is composed of the bone, sinew, 
muscle and intellect that sprung from 
the development of three-quarters of a 
century of education. 
Her fields furn­ 
ish food for nations, as statistics will 
show, in manufacures she equals the 
ancieut East, in art she has produced 
the second finest painting that has 
been exhibited to mortal gaze during 
the century. Her capiial has furn­ 
ished the means that has opened up 
the wealth of our sister State in the 
great "bonanza.” 
The seas are cov­ 
ered with every article of production 
that the enterprise of our people have 
brought forth from nature. 
And yet 
at the grand celebration of the centu­ 
ry, we are standing, as it were, alone, 
without a proper representation where 
the eyes of the world are looking for a 
demonstration of the great idea of 
American progress. The Alta is in 
error in charging this grave mistake

He also bought the old 
Halleck building in tiie rear of the 
other, on Sansome street, for one hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven thousand five 
hundred dollars. 
Yesterday the schooner W H Besse 
sailed from this port for Honolulu, 
with 300 Chinese, engaged here to la­ 
bor on the Sugar plantations of the 
Sandwich Islands, The contract was 
made with the Chinese companies 
here. 
It lias transpired that several butch­ 
ers are in the habit of selling diseased 
pork and very young veal and the 
market inspector is now confiscating 
ail such meats lie can find. 
Some time ago a contract was made 
between the Board of Supervisors and 
the Cltv and County Surveyor, H um ­ 
phreys,* whereby he was to draw up a 
system ot sewerage 
for 
the city. 
Humphrey last evening presented a 
report to ilie Board. 
Under the pres­ 
ent system th e sewers being down to 
the level of low water the tide rises 
and lads in them, choking their out­ 
flow and making them really nothing 
but elongated cesspools, choked with 
sewage matter and he makes sugges­ 
tions as to the remedy of this evil. 
The Health officer Dr. Meanes, an­ 
nounces tiiat five eases of small pox 
had been reported to him since Fri­ 
day. The first occuredon Friday eve­ 
ning aud two on Sunday. 
The doctor remarked the almost 
similar cnaracter of the first three 
cases, unil said that it looked as if 
there was something atmospherical in 
its nature, and that it emanated from 
Chinatown, where there are a num­ 
ber of cases. 
A few days ago the Chinese mer­ 
chants of this city sent a dispatch to 
Hong Kong, directing the merchants 
in that city not to ship any more goods 
on steamers or vessels carrying more 
than 100 passengers.

English Land-Holders. 


The English "Doomsday Books” es­ 
timates flic total acreage of England 
and Wales, exclusive of the metropo­ 
lis and exclusive of common and waste 
lands, is 33,013,510. In England and 
Wales, omitting London,3,874 owners 
hold 9,367,133 acres; 10.207 owners 
hold 22,013,208 acres; 42,524 owners 
hold 28,840,550 acres; 030,312 remain­ 
ing owners, viz., those of one acre and 
under 100 acres, hold the remainder of 
the area, 4,172,960. In Scotland 24 
owners hold 4,931,833 acres; 68 owners 
hold 7,957,395 acres; 320 owners hold 
13,169,030 acres; 580 owners hold 14,­ 
898,936 acres; 1,168 owners hold 10,­ 
734,469 acres; 1,759 owners hold 17,­ 
516,550 acres; 130,471 owners hold the 
remainder, viz., 1,371,144 acres. The 
return for Ireland has not yet been 
published. Thus it appears that 10,000 
owners hold more than two-thirds of 
the whole of England. 
The next 20,­ 
000 hold all but about 5,000,000 acres.

Strangers coming to Los Angeles 
are impressed at nuce with the beauty 
of the surroundings of our city,the sa­ 
lubrity of the climate and the general 
prosperity of the city. Those who have 
been away for a twelvemonth,on their 
return can but recognize a develop­ 
ment of attractive features of prosper­ 
ity that can but convince that we do 
not boast when we claim that our 
abiding place is the most des'rabie lo­ 
cation in the State for a home.

During the last year five 
hundred houses have been erected,and 
about one million of dollars have been 
expended in general improvements. 
The result of this has been that the 
value of real estate In this vicinity has 
increased at least twenty per cent.

This result has been 
accomplished under the management 
ot Me»srs. Barbee & Gates, and their 
efforts are sure now to receive a re­ 
ward. In this section of our township 
there are two avenues, each one hun­ 
dred feet wide, and the other streets 
sixty feet. When we witness the full 
development of the present initiatory 
movement in tnat locality, and the 
growth of the trees has matured, with 
the shrubbery iu full growth, there 
will oe no section in the State that 
will Oe so attractive.

The outlook for Los A n­ 
geles is brighter than ever, and there 
can be no doubt as to the prosperous 
future of our county. 


A New Enterprise. 


Tbe manufacture of paper is an im­ 
portant enterprise, and we are pleased 
to learn of the success of Captain 
Walker, in his paper mill in Soledad. 
He states that in less thau a month 
he will have his 90-horse power en­ 
gine at work crushing cactus and 
turning it into pulp for the manufac­ 
ture of paper. For the present he will 
confine his operations to this branch 
of business. The cactus is stripped of 
its outside covering, anti then carried 
to the mill, where the fiber is crushed 
and put through various processes un­ 
til it is eliminated in the shape of 
pulp of a very superior kind. When 
lie lias completed his machinery for 
making paper, which will be in about 
three moths from the present time, 
he will export the pulp to Philadel­ 
phia, where it will be turned into pa­ 
per. He lias a contract with George 
YV. Childs, of the Philadelphia Ledg­ 
er, to deliver twenty tons of pulp per 
week. 
Mr. Childs, who employs a 
mill exclusively for the Ledger, will 
thus secure a supply of excel lent ma­ 
terial at a mucli cheaper rate than the 
same can be had in the East. The 
pulp will be baled and sent to San 
Fernando, whence it will tie taken by 
car to the steamers and sent overland, 
from San Francisco to Philadelphia. 
Iu three mouths Captain Walker wiil 
be in position to turn out a very fine 
quality of newspaper, He lias insti­ 
tuted a very important industry here, 
and we sincerely desire that his en­ 
terprise will meet with success.

Just 
why it was so necessary to carry to es­ 
tablish the Grange in that country 
that it justified payment of the mis- 
siouaiy’s expenses we could never dis­ 
cover, but of course that gentleman, 
(who, by the way, possesses an ex­ 
tremely oily to iguej had a plausible 
sort of story manufactured for the oc­ 
casion—fully as plausible perhaps as 
the one lie published about two years 
ago persuuding farmers that it was 
better for them to pay $21 a ton 
freight to Liverpool wiieu they could 
get it for $15 or $16. But Mr. Wright 
went to England to carry the truth to 
the beni hted English farmers. He 
had perhaps never read that the 
Farmers’ Clubs in England have been 
for many years far ahead of anything 
of llie sort iu this country; the great­ 
est statesmen of the country often 
read papers before these clubs. 
The 
Mark Lane Express of April lotli has 
an article on Mr. Wright’s mission, 
from which we infer tiiat John Bull 
is not going crazy over our missonary. 
They have asked him for the practical 
good of his work, and lie lias said to 
hem: “ It would consume too much 
space to endeavor here t<> enumerate 
in full tue-mauy imnortant results ac­ 
complished by our order in advancing 
the true interests of agriculture. Suf­ 
fice it to say that its influence h s im ­ 
proved the cultivation of our soil, the 
economy and comfort of our homes, 
and inis stimulated our farmers to 
more self-culture. 
It lias secured us 
higher prices for our products, reduced 
prices for our supplies, lower rales of 
interest and insurance—thus, and ot - 
er ways, making our farms more prof­ 
itable financially. By our more direct 
trade with manufacturéis, farmers fre­ 
quently save in the purchase of u sing­ 
le macliing many times the small 
amount of money which the moderate 
fees of the Grange cost him. YVe have 
helped to put down a large amount of 
corruption, and our work tends to pu 
rify our political atmosphere. And 
yet our work has just begun.” 
The 
Express then remarks that the 
Grauge seems to he “a sort of mutual 
improvement 1 ociety as well asltii ag­ 
ricultural sunply association, and tiiat 
in some undefined way it influences 
the money market iu favor of borrow­ 
ers, and purifies the political atmos­ 
phere—which, lie adds, is a very desir­ 
able sanjtary work in America as well 
as lit England.” “But,” says the ed­ 
itor, “ the Grange omy acts on politics 
indirectly, by the cultivation of u 
sensitive political conscience, we pre­ 
sume; for it disavows all active inter­ 
ference on political affair-..” The ed­ 
itor then indulges in some very severe 
criticisms on the secret work, and ob­ 
serves that he lias no doubt that the

An Extraordinary Fire f roof Suit Invented 
. 
by a Swede. 
[From the Koinische Zei'ung.] 
A few days since an exhibition of 
the new Oeatherg fire extinguishing 
apparatus took place on the Linden 
strausse in Berlin in (lie presence of 
tlie Emperor, the Empress, 1 he Grown 
Prince, the Gruud Duke of Baden, the 
Swedish Minister, the Ministers of 
War und tlie Interior, aud other dis­ 
tinguished persons. The inventor, 
who is a Swede named Oestherg, aud 
Messrs. Brandt ami Nawrocki, who 
had charge of the exhibition, were 
presented to the Empress before the 
experiments took place. 
Captain jAhlstrom appeared in a 
peculiar looking costuim , made of the 
Oestherg invention, aud walked into 
an immense fire made of wood satu­ 
rated with petroleum. The heat of 
the fire was so intense that no one 
else could approach within eighty 
paces without being hurnt or scorch­ 
ed. 
The Captain, however, walked 
around in the glowing pile perfectly 
undisturbed, leaning on the burning 
wood, and finally quietly seating 
himself on the burning coals 
He re­ 
mained in the fire for fifteen minutes, 
and 
011 Ills coining out, every one 
pressed round to see how much lie 
had heen injured. He was unharmed, 
and in spite of the Emperor’s assev­ 
eration that lie had seeu enough of so 
dangerous an experiment, Cuptaiu 
Ahlstrom went agam into the liery 
oven. 
Oii finally emerging, lie took off the 
suit, aud appeared clothed in red fiaii- 
uel. The Emperor said, “ One must 
see this to form any just conception 
of it.” He then asked Messrs. Brandt 
and Nawrocki about the patent in 
Prussia, and when informed that the 
application for a patent had been re­ 
fused, expressed great surprise.
